ſeparates between God and Man, let their Profeſſion be what 
it will ; without Holineſs of Life it is impoſlible to pleaſe 
Gad : the Profeſſion of the Truth ir ſelf will little avail any 
without the Poſſ:fſion thereof, ic will but increaſe their Con- 
demnation ; bur they thar walk in the Lighre, and mind the 
Appearance of Chriſt Jeſus intheir own Hearts, thcſe come 
to have Fellowthip with the Lord : And here I ſpeak not of 
things at a Diſtance, er becauſe it is thus written, but whag 
I find in my own particular to be true,

ſo they have Blaſphemed God, and his Tabernacle, and them 
that dwell in Heaven. 

And alſo, I was Hardening others in Wickedneſs by inning 
xg2iaſt the Lord, & ſo ſtrengthening the Hands of the Wicked, 
and rejoycing the Hearts of thoſe rhat live wan:tonly upon the 
Earth, and are Enemies to the Croſs of Chriſt Jeſus, and are 
crucifying the juſt Principle in themſelves, which if they would 
let ariſe, it wonld diſperſe and ſcatter all rhofe thick Miſt, and 
that Darkneſs which has ſpread over Nations and People (in 
this Night of Apeftacy) as it was ſaid, Let God ariſe, and ha Z- 
vewies ſhall be ſcattered, and he ſhall conſume them with the Spirit ef 
bu Monuth,& ſhall deflroy with the Brightneſs of hes Coming:3nd bleſ- 
ſed be the Lord forever,a Remnant, whom the Lord hath drawn 
unto himſelf in ſame meaſure with the Cords of Love,are come 
to witneſs his Zighe ro fine out of Darkxeſs, whereby the Man of 
Sin comes to be weakened and worſtcd, and ſo the Lord comes 
toreign in Sox, and to turn away Ungodlineſs from 7acob, and 
ſo Peace with the Lord comes again to be witneſlcd, 

. AndaJſo, I was Sadning the Hearts of the Righteous by 
Diſobeying the Lord, wherefore the Indignation of the Lord 
was againſt me, and his Righteous ] udgments followed me, and 
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bis Wrath begun to burn very hot againſt me, and the Terrors. 


of the Lord, as I may ſay, even ditrafted me, that I was even at 


my Wits End, becauſe I had linned agzinft the Lord, and was. 


bound even Hand and Foet, asI may ſay, and caſt into Dark- 
neſs,and my Underftanding was darkned,& Wiſdom was with- 
held from me, even Wiſdom as a Man, becauſe I was gone from 
the Preſence of the Lord, and was not waiting upon him for 
Counſel and Inftrution, inſomuch that ar lait I was even an 
Aſtoniſhment to my ſclf : and when 1 begun to conſider my 
Wayes and Doings, I law, that the Hard of the Lord was lifted wp 
a74inſt me, becau(e 1 was nit watchful over my Words aud Wayes, but 
wAs rUnKIng out into Looſneſs and V anity, and was ſometimes eating 
and Drinking with the Drunken ;, and I becameeven as a Prey to 
the Devourer, and Waſting and Dceſtrution was 1n my Pathes, 
and Peace with the Lord 1 knew not ; for I was (inning againſt 
him,and grieving bis holy Spirit,and fo the Lord took no Plea, 
ſare in me, as he hath ſaid in dayes paſt by his Servants ; Jf any 
man draw back my Soul ſhall have uo Pleaſuren bim;and ſo] became 
a Reproach among the Heathen, & a Scorn unto Fools, and was 
Unfzithful co the Lord,and was not a Faithful Steward in what 
was committed to my Charge,& was not Honouring the Lord 
as I ought, nor anſwering his Requirings; but was doing that 
which was Diſhonourable unto him, and to the Truth which I 
did profeſs, and was not waiting in the Light, whereby I might 
have wicneſſcd a prefitting in the Fear & Wiſdom of the Lord : 
For, the Pear of the Lord, that u« Wiſdom , and a good Onderſfflan- 
ding have all they that wait in the Light of Chriſt Jeſus wt their 
ownhearts, that fo they may depart from thatlwhich is Evil; 
that will both diſcover fin, and give Dominion over it, 2s 
it is believed in and obeyed, and then rhe Willing and the Obe- 
dient will eat the Good of the Land, and this is the Portion of them 
that obey the Voice of the Lord : And thus, ſo far as I have 
been obedicnt, have I witneſſed Peace, & in the Lord's Preſence 
is Life, but out 'of his Preſence is Dearhand Darkneſs, Diftres 
and Arguiſh, but at his Right- band are Rivers of Pleaſnres for

But now the Rebellious 2nd Diſobedient, which will noe 
bow to the Appearanee of Chriſt Jeſus in their own hearts, but 
live in Pride and pleaſure upon the Earth, and ſo are rejoycing 
in 


ina thing of naught, the Glory wher2of ſhall ſoon fade and v4 - 
niſh away, ard are crucifying and piercing the Juſt, and diſ- 
obeying the Lord, they muff awell ina ary Land, and Torment and 
IWo miſt unaveidably be the Portion of al! they -that will not come rente 
the Lord, end ſuomit te hu Government, wheſe Goverment # a Righte- 
814 Government, and his Law it the Truth, 

And ſo let not any ſleight the Day of Goa's Viſitation , for this 
is the Day of God's Love,whercin he is ſtretching forth the Arm 
of his Love and Mercy to gather people ont of the ervoked Wayes and by- 
Pathes unte himſelf , to which end the Lord appears, and ſhews 
unto man his Sin and Iniquity,which keeps the Soul in Bondage 
and Slavery,for ſo 1 have found it to be : I ſay, That that repreves 
man for ſin in the inward parts muſt ve minded obey d by all that deſire 
to have Peace with the Lord : for this ſame Lighr,which many are 
vilifying and reproaching, is Clrift ?eſus, the Light of the World, 
and is that Great Prophet which X1s/es ſpike of in dayes paſt, ſay- 
ing, A Prophet /54!! the Lord your God raiſe up tints you like wnto me, 
him ſhall yots hear in all things ; and whoever will not hear kim, ſhall be 
Sur off from among my People : And ſo, letevery one come to hear 
this Great Proper, and obey bis Voice.that ſo the Land may be 
cleanſed of Evil-doers; For when the Righteous bears Rule, the 
Land rejayces 3 but when the Wicked bears Role, the Land monurns 

(uſt ſo) And here I ſpeak not of things at a diſtance, or becauſe 
it is thus written, but what I find in my own particular to be 
true ; bleſſed be tbe Name of our God,wbo is Lighe,and let him 
be exalted and magnified above & over all forever & evermore.

gives aDiſcovery of Perſons and Things , Soreally doth the Increated. 


Lig nt aud Spiritnal Appearance of Chrift Feſus hine in the Hearts of all 
whereby all they come to receive of his Life and partake of bu Virtue, 
de 45 really grow and flouriſh in Holineſs, and are freft and lively to 
the Lord, as any Outward Tree or Plant grows, that rece:ves Influence 
from the Outward Sn, 

' Andfſo this Son of Righteouſneſs will ariſe with Healing un- 
der his Wings to them that fear him, and love his Appearance ; 
For he Rejoyces in the Habitabls Parts of the Earth, and hu Delight 
. with the Sons of Aden : But now here is the Rexſon why Pcople 
and Natioss are not healed, but Pride hath over-ſpread the 
| Land, and Oppreflion bears rule, and Drunkenneſs,and Swea-

Work fhort in Righteouſneſs, ard will yet plead with the In- 
babirants of the Earth by Fire and by Sword, beth inwardly 
and outwardly ;- and becauſe the Lord will do thus, ler aff thar 
make mention of the Name-of the Lord break off lin ſpcedily, if

Preſence ; For the Lord will put au End to Sin, and fixifh Traxſe 
refſien, and bring in Ever/afting Righteonſneſt; and therefore 
faith the Lord, Come ont of ker, my Prople, and be ye ſeparate,conch.
